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Burial site earmarked for approval despite opposition

A HUGE new cemetery was 
this week expected to be giv¬ 
en the go-ahead in spite of 
public opposition to the plans. 

The new burial space would be cre¬ 
ated on a site popular with dog walk¬ 
ers opposite the existing Powke Lane 
Crematorium in Rowley Regis. 

It was recommended for approval ahead of 
a meeting yesterday (Wednesday) - despite an 
800-name petition against it. 

The 3.9-acre site, next to Powke Lane Indus¬ 
trial Estate, is the size of nearly four football 
pitches. 

The land has been identified to provide bur¬ 
ial space and is just a short distance from the 
Powke Lane crematorium, which recently had 
a £1.3 million revamp. 

Anger 

A new car park would also be created to serve 
the cemetery. However the land, which is cur¬ 
rently open green space, is popular with dog 
walkers and the plans have sparked anger. 

The council had received 23 letters of objec¬ 
tion and two petitions containing more than 
800 signatures - stating the area is a Site of 
Local Importance for Nature Conservation 
(SLINC), concerns about highways safety, a 
lack of public consultation, opening hours, and 
that the site would become an area for youths 
to congregate. 

Russell Bibb, who lives on Powke Lane, said: 
“The area they are proposing to develop has 
been a nature reserve for many years. I feel 
that we will lose this urban oasis of wildlife. 
Not only is it also used by many families with 
young children and I just feel that there are 
better sites to explore.” 

But Rowley Regis Councillor Chris Tranter 
said: “We need the room to bury people, it is as 
simple as that.” 


POLICE are investigating after two men were 
stabbed in Rowley Regis at the weekend. 

Police were called to High Street, where the 
men had been attacked. They were taken to 
hospital shortly after the incident at 1.30am on 
Sunday. Officers are looking at CCTV and any¬ 
one with information is urged to call 101.

LABOUR leader Jeremy Corbyn rallied sup¬ 
port in the Black Country during a flying visit 
to Halesowen on Saturday to outline the par¬ 
ty’s plans for ‘rebuilding Britain for the many, 
not the few’. 

Meanwhile, the Conservative party gathered 
in Birmingham this week for their annual con¬ 
ference. Prime Minister Theresa May gave her 
keynote speech at the ICC yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day), which followed a fringe meeting speech 
on Tuesday from her possible leadership rival 
Boris Johnson. He urged the PM to ‘chuck 
Chequers’ and aim for a hard Brexit in her ne¬ 
gotiations with the European Union 


Hundreds gathered in Halesowen town cen¬ 
tre to hear Mr Corbyn’s speech. The crowd 
chanted ‘we love you Jeremy’ and ‘Jeremy for 
Prime Minister’. Mr Corbyn pledged support 
for Ian Cooper, the party’s parliamentary can¬ 
didate for Halesowen and Rowley Regis. Labour 
is targetting the seat, held by Conservative MP 
James Morris with a 5,253 majority. 

Mr Corbyn said: “You are going to see me 
many, many more times in the West Midlands. 
I love it.” He added: “I want the legacy of the 
next Labour government to be something very 
special. I want a National Education Service 
that provides education from cradle to grave.” 


‘Selfish’ father gets 
life sentence for 
daughter’s murder 

A ‘SELFISH’ father who stabbed his de¬ 
fenceless daughter to death will spend at 
least 27 years behind bars for the ‘brutal 
and cowardly’ murder. 

William Billingham shook his head and 
stared at the floor as he was jailed for 
life after plunging a 20cm 
kitchen knife into young 
Mylee Billingham’s chest. 

The murderer, who will be 
82 before he can be consid¬ 
ered for release, killed the 
eight-year-old in his Valley 
View home in Brownhills 
in a ‘revenge’ act against 
ex-partner Tracey Taundry. 

Mylee’s mother Ms Taun¬ 
dry, aged 34, who has 
another two children with 
Billingham, paid tribute to 
her beautiful daughter. She 
said Billingham’s ‘most self¬ 
ish and despicable actions’ 
had left her heartbroken. 

In a statement read to 
Birmingham Crown Court, she said: “How 
can I ever explain how the murder of my 
beautiful daughter, has affected me, her 
sisters and my immediate family. Mylee 
was brutally taken from us by a man who 
was supposed to care for and protect her.” 

Jurors unanimously convicted Billing¬ 
ham, who took a puff of his inhaler after 
hearing the impact of his callous offending. 
The 55-year-old, who had previous con¬ 
victions for theft and assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm, and two cautions for 
common assault, slashed his wrists with 
razor blades while in custody.

Pregnant robber in 
attack on taxi driver 


A PREGNANT woman and her 
partner in crime robbed a taxi 
driver after quibbling over a £20 
fare in Dudley. 

Marie Pritchard and Michael Ward 
snatched their taxi fare back from the 
driver before stealing his keys and 
mobile phone during the robbery. 

The pair, both aged 31, robbed the cab¬ 
bie on April 6 last year whilst on bail for 
a string of offences. They had been picked 
up in Coseley’s Castle Street before disa¬ 
greeing about paying with a £20 or two £10 
notes at about 1.45am. In St James’s Road 
Ward opened the passenger door and tried 
to grab the fare from the driver. He struck 
the driver on the head, stole the fare and 
the victim’s phone. Pritchard grabbed keys 
from the ignition. 

It came after an incident which saw the 
pair visiting the Tividale home of the par¬ 
ents of a man Ward had ‘problems’ with. 
Ward kicked the front door and Pritchard 
pushed her way into the house during the 
early hours of January 15 last year. 

Drunk Pritchard brandished a wine bot¬ 
tle and an ‘agitated’ Ward held a blade, say¬ 
ing: “I’m going to stab him.” 

More than £7,000 of damage was caused 
outside the property as Ward smashed a 
car windscreen, damaged a wing mirror 
and tyre. Armed with a metal bar, he then 
drove to the home of his mother’s friend, 
smashing her windscreen, house windows 
and front door. 

Defence barrister Mr Sunit Sandhu said 
Ward wanted to apologise, adding: “This 
was a drunken haze.” Ms Samantha For¬ 
sythe, defending Pritchard, said she has 
realised she ‘has to change’. She gave birth 
to her and Ward’s son while in custody 

Ward, of Tower Street, Dudley, was 
jailed for 52 months while Pritchard, of no 
fixed abode, was jailed for 48 months. Both 
admitted robbery and affray. Ward also ad¬ 
mitted making a threat to kill, possession 
of a bladed article and criminal damage. 
Pritchard admitted being in breach of pre¬ 
vious court orders.

second cousin and a trustee of 
the Duncan Edwards Foundation, 
said: “It really warms me, how this 
young man touched so many lives. 
Duncan would have loved what we 
are doing with the community.””

Passengers 
shocked by 
violence at 
bus station 

A WOMAN was grabbed by the neck and 
assaulted in an attack at Stourbridge 
bus station. 

The attack took place at the bus sta¬ 
tion on Vauxhall Road as commuters 
and shoppers made their way home at 
around 5pm on Friday. 

But the woman and her attacker are 
both said to have left the area before po¬ 
lice officers arrived at the scene. 

One passenger took to social media 
following the incident to say what she 
had seen had left her shaken. 

The witness said: “Security needed on 
Stourbridge bus station ASAP. Woman 
being attacked by a man. He’s putting 
his hands round her neck and mouthing 
off at everyone. 

“He came over and put his hand 
round her neck and pushed her back to¬ 
wards the window. Then walked off and 
was having a go at someone else. Then 
came back to have a go at her again and 
threatened to beat her up.” 

Officers are now appealing for anyone 
with information to get in touch. 

A spokesman added that they believe 
they have now identified the woman but 
enquiries are on-going.

Uno arrests after 
dawn police raids 

DAWN raids in the Black Country have 
seen to two men being arrested as part 
of an operation following more than a 
dozen break-ins at factories, businesses 
and charity stores. 

Thieves had targeted 14 commer¬ 
cial properties in Dudley and Stafford¬ 
shire this summer - costing businesses 
£250,000 in damages and stolen prop¬ 
erty. 

But a joint operation last week by 
Staffordshire and West Midlands Police 
saw two men, aged 27 and 29, were ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of burglary in Bil- 
ston and Low Hill, Wolverhampton. 

Addresses in Willenhall, Heath Town, 
Fallings Park, Pennfields and Eastfield 
were also raided by police. This follows 
14 commercial property burglaries in 
eluding in Kingswinford.

DUDLEY borough’s main tip in 
Stourbridge could be made bigger, ac¬ 
cording to the council’s new environ¬ 
ment boss. 

Environment boss Khurshid 
Ahmed, part of the council’s new La¬ 
bour administration, said he would 
not only consider keeping the existing 
waste site in Birmingham Street open 
but he could see it expanded. 

Both Labour and Con¬ 
servative-controlled councils 
have faced a headache about 
how to solve the borough’s need for a 
bigger tip. 

Labour’s plan to move to the Leys 
Depot in Brierley Hill was rejected 
by the Tories when they took control 
of the council last year, after they in¬ 
sisted it would create traffic chaos. 

Then Tory councillor Karen 
Shakespeare said that leaders were 
considering alternative sites. Now 
Councillor Ahmed says ‘all options’ 
are back on the table but suggested 
the council could now favour an ex¬ 
pansion of the existing site. 

“There are a few options available 
at the moment,” he explained. “We 
need to explore what is already on the 
cards as well as expanding at Stour¬ 
bridge. We are looking at the financial 
issues. We also want to make it easily 
accessible, so we need to look at the 
impact that would have. It needs to be 
considered carefully.” 

The tip and recycling centre is set 
to close later this month for essential 
maintenance work. It will be shut 
on Thursday, October 25, for work 
repairing surfaces and replacing bol¬ 
lards. It is expected to be open again 
the following day, with residents 
urged to use facilities at Anchor Lane, 
Wolverhampton, during the closure. 


Paramedics are 
attacked at work 

TWO out of every five paramedics in 
the Midlands have been attacked in 
the last year, according to a shocking 
new figures 

Staff at West Midlands Ambulance 
Service (WMAS) posted the highest 
figure of any trust in the country 
when asked if they had experienced 
physical violence from patients or 
other members of the public in the 
last 12 months while carrying out 
their vital job. 

An NHS review of ambulance trusts 
by Lord Carter of Coles said the ac¬ 
tual percentage could be far higher, 
as assaults against staff are no longer 
recorded nationally. The service said 
there had been 171 attacks since April. 
There were 410 in total in 2017/18. 
The review, which praised WMAS for 
its efficiency, said 40 per cent of its 
staff had come under attack. 


Council leader calling for a 



RETURNING council leader Pete Lowe 
has vowed to fight tooth and nail to stop 
cuts in Government funding that he fears 
will have denied Dudley borough £100 mil¬ 
lion by 2020. 

The Labour councillor has also promised 
to review controversial proposals from the 
previous Conservative administration for 
a travellers’ transit site in Budden Road, 
Coseley. 

Councillor Lowe said he would make the 
battle against austerity his key priority 
after returning to the top job after Labour 
seized control of the authority by the slen¬ 
derest margin. 


The Conservatives were ousted by just 
one vote as former Conservative council¬ 
lor Heather Rogers shifted allegiance to 
Labour during a crunch council meeting 
last Wednesday. 

She criticised the Tory leadership say¬ 
ing a culture of ‘bullying, victimisation and 
harassment’ had been allowed. But Tory 
group leader Councillor Patrick Harley has 
dismissed calls for his resignation and has 
vowed to fight on, dubbing the claims by 
Councillor Rogers as ‘vexatious’. 

Councillor Lowe revealed that he would 
be writing to the Government to request a 
‘fair deal’ for Dudley when the local gov- 


'fair deal' 

ernment funding settlement is announced. 

With the council’s political power bal¬ 
ance still on a knife edge, he called on Tory 
councillors to support Labour colleagues 
for ‘the greater good’ as local authority 
funding had reached crisis point with some 
councils running out of money. 

He said: “We will need to work as all 72 
councillors together. The financial issues 
of this borough will not change because of 
a change of leader. We have been cut by 
£76m since 2010 and it will be £100m by 
2020. We are calling for a proper review of 
local authority funding that addresses the 
needs of the community. ” 


Hundreds join march 
to match for Ryan 


HUNDREDS marched and attended 
a memorial football match in Stour¬ 
bridge for footballer Ryan Passey, who 
was fatally stabbed in the town last 
year. 

Ryan’s family and friends were joined by 
hundreds of supporters as they marched 
through the town centre towards Stour¬ 
bridge FC’s War Memorial ground on High 
Street, Amblecote. Ryan had played for the 
Glassboys. 

They were raising awareness about knife crime 
and calling for a change in the law to give families 
the opportunity to appeal jury decisions. Kobe Mur¬ 
ray was acquitted of murder and manslaughter, 
following 24-year-old Ryan’s stabbing at Chicago’s 
night club. 

Speeches made by deputy leader of Dudley 
Council, Councillor Judy Foster, assistant police 
and crime commissioner Ashley Bertie and Mayor 
Councillor Alan Taylor. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James, who supports the 
family campaign, attended the community event 
and match between Wolves All-stars and a Justice 
for Ryan team. 

Emotional 

His mother Gillian Taylor said: “It’s overwhelm¬ 
ing the amount of people that have turned up, it’s 
so emotional and I’m so glad for all the support 
we’ve had. 

“Ryan was such a popular happy-go-lucky chap 
and was loved by everyone, it just shows with the 
amount of people that have turned out for him. It’s 
just amazing. 

“We want to change the law, that’s our main 
aim. It’s also to raise awareness of knife crime and 
get into the heads of younger people that it’s not 
right to carry a knife or stab someone. We’ll keep 
on fighting, the justice system is failing us.” 

The family were also joined by the families of 
stabbing victims Reagan Asbury and James Brin¬ 
dley. 

Aiden Passey, Ryan’s father, said: “We want jus¬ 
tice. It’s terrible what is going on with knife crime 
across the country. The public has been great and 
they’ve turned up again in their hundreds to sup¬ 
port us.”

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4 'Chop shops' 
found in car 
crime raids 

POLICE uncovered two ‘chop shops’ 
- where stolen vehicles are stripped 
down into parts for sale - and arrest¬ 
ed seven men as part of a clampdown 
on car crime. 

The arrests came after five vehicles 
were stolen from a Bilston yard and a 
road in Birmingham last month.

Earlier that day, police officers on 
patrol in Bilston arrested two men, 
JS aged 22 and 31, on suspicion of car 
W theft. The men were found asleep in 
X the back of a van, which was display¬ 
ing false number plates. 

Further inquiries led officers to 
seize a BMW 1-Series parked nearby, 
which police believe was also stolen 
from Bilston. 

Campaign 

Later, police discovered the second 
‘chop shop’ in Kingswinford. The site, 
in an industrial unit off Oak Lane, 
was discovered after a BMW M3, 
which was stolen from Quinton Road 
West in Birmingham, led officers to 
that location. 

The vehicle had been stripped down 
and two men, aged 46 and 36 from 
Pensnett and Brierley Hill, were ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of handling stolen 
goods. Both men have been released 
under investigation. Meanwhile, ef¬ 
forts are on-going to try and trace a 
man who is believed to have delivered 
the car to the Kingswinford site. 

The operations come after the force 
launched a campaign last month urg¬ 
ing the public to be vigilant over ‘chop 
shops’.

SUMMER may have come to an end 
but the sun is still shining INSIDE 
the Merry Hill shopping centre. 

A giant 50-foot artificial sun was 
installed at the centre last week and 
now the glowing orange sphere has 
gone on tour to intu’s other shopping 
centres across the country. 

The artificial sun has a 15-metre 
circumference and shines as brightly 
as 12,000 lightbulbs. 

The installation follows intu’s hap¬ 
piness survey, which revealed four in 
five people in the West Midlands feel 
happier when it’s sunny. 

Rob Pickersgill, marketing manager 
at intu Merry Hill, said: “After a glori¬ 
ous summer we wanted to extend the 
sunshine and create something sunny 
for our shoppers.” 

The sun was modelled on a photo¬ 
graph captured by NASA and will be 
going on a tour of 11 intu centres until 
October 8. 

According to the intu happiness 
survey, nearly a third of people in the 
West Midlands (31 per cent) say 2018 
has been their happiest summer in 
memory despite the economic uncer¬ 
tainty, and two in five (41 per cent) 
credit the sunshine for their increased 
happiness. 

The research also revealed that 
more than two-thirds of people (69 per 
cent) feel happier in the summer than 
winter with sunshine (27 per cent), 
longer days (24 per cent), summer hol¬ 
idays (16 per cent) and more outdoor 
activity (15 per cent) the top reasons.

A VAN driver from Netherton who deliberately mowed down 
a cyclist in Dudley in a revenge attack during a road rage 
clash is facing a long prison sentence. 

Kalvinder Bhamra, aged 65, swerved his vehicle into 25-year-old 
John Carter after being twice punched to the ground by the bike rider 
moments earlier. 

Trouble flared when Bhamra blocked part of the street while trying to turn 


his van right onto Halesowen Road 
from Baptist End Road in Netherton 
on August 1 last year. The stationary 
van was in the way of Mr Carter, who 
was cycling to work and stopped to 
shout abuse at the 65-year-old electri¬ 
cian. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that the cyclist admitted punching and 
kicking Bhamra after he got out of the 
vehicle, saying he felt threatened and 
that the driver has grabbed his bike 
and would not give it back. 

A motorcyclist stopped, got between 
the pair and told them to grow up. 

Headphones 

Mr Carter said: “After the motorcy¬ 
clist left I went back to get my bike, put 
my headphones on and started riding. 
The next thing I knew I was crawling 
across the road onto the grass. I had 
no idea what had happened because I 
was hit from behind.” 

Bhamra told the court: “It was not 
my intention to cause him any harm. I 
was hoping to call the police and sort it 
out. My intention was to park behind 
him. I misjudged the distance between 
me and the bike.” 

Bhamra, from Chichester Avenue, 
enied causing grievous bodily harm 
but was found guilty by the jury who 
delivered a majority verdict of 11-1. 
He was remanded to be sentenced at 
a later date. 


Drones being 
deployed to 
track bikers 

POLICE are using drones to catch 
louts riding illegally riding motor¬ 
bikes on off-road locations in the Up¬ 
per Gornal area. 

Officers hope to track down the 
culprits who have been upsetting res¬ 
idents and blighting green areas. 

The operation is part of a campaign 
led by police and councillors to crack 
down on nuisance bikers, and comes 
after residents raised the issue with 
Upper Gornal and Woodsetton coun¬ 
cillors Kieran Casey and Adam Aston. 

Now that police say the drones will 
be deployed, Councillor Casey hopes 
this will tackle problem. Police will 
also step up patrols in the area and 
posters have been placed along the 
streets urging the public to contact 
police if they spot motorbikes being 
ridden illegally. 

Councillor Casey said residents 
raised concerns, particularly around 
High Areal Park.

Next year's 100-mile route 
Velo cycle race heads east 


THE controversial 100-mile cycling event, Velo, has had its 
route changed - so it will steer clear of Staffordshire and 
almost all of the Black Country when it takes place next year. 

Velo Birmingham Midlands will take cyclists east of Birmingham 
for the majority of the event on May 12. It will only briefly enter the 
boundaries of Sandwell and Dudley when the route turns east at Hale¬ 
sowen and down Hagley Road West to the finishing line in the city 


Last year the race, which was called 
Velo Birmingham, divided opinion 
after it brought many villages in South 
Staffordshire and Dudley to a stand¬ 
still. 

The organisers were blamed for fail¬ 
ing to consult over the route. Some 
businesses were forced to shut and 
saboteurs left nails and tacks along 
the route. Lord Sebastian Coe and 
England World Cup winning captain 
Martin Johnson attended the launch 
event in Birmingham. 

It is expected that 17,000 riders will 
take part next year. Last year there 
were around 15,000. 

Support 

Andy Street, Mayor of the West 
Midlands, said 2017’s event was an 
‘absolute triumph’. He said: “As we 
get ready to host the 2022 Common¬ 
wealth Games, the Velo Birmingham 
and Midlands will be a great event to 
showcase the best of the region. 

“This was an absolute triumph last 
year, with 15,000 people riding their 
bikes on the closed road route and 
many residents coming out to support 
them. There was also a very positive 
impact on the local economy, and of 
course the thousands of pounds raised 
for different charities.” 

Despite the route only touching the 
boundaries of Sandwell and Dudley,

both councils have had involvement in 
its preparations. 

Councillor David Hosell, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and environment, said: “It’s fan¬ 
tastic for Sandwell to be part of this 
major cycling event for the region and 
we’ll be sure to give riders a big cheer 
as they cycle past our newly-restored 
Lightwoods House and Park on the 
way to the finish line. 

“We will be working closely with 
the team at Velo Birmingham Mid¬ 
lands for a successful event that also 
keeps disruption on our roads to a 
minimum.” 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, 
cabinet member for environmental 
services at Dudley Council, said: “We 
pride ourselves on having some fantas¬ 
tic facilities in this borough for people 
to enjoy a healthy lifestyle and experi¬

“The newly named Velo Birming¬ 
ham Midlands is a great opportunity 
for communities to come together.” 

People can sign up for the event 
from October 4, however, there is ex¬ 
pected to be fierce competition with 
40,000 riders already registering in¬ 
terest.

More firms 5 
suffer due 
to Carillion 
going bust 

THE number of construction firms 
going insolvent increased by a fifth 
following the collapse of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-based Carillion earlier this year, a 
new study shows. 

A total of 780 companies in the in¬ 
dustry fell into insolvency in the first 
quarter of 2018, a 20 per cent rise on 
the same period a year ago, said ac¬ 
countants Moore Stephens. 

There were 2,764 insolvencies 
among building firms in the 2017/18 
financial year, up by six per cent on 
the previous 12 months. 

Carillion was involved in major 
projects across the UK and abroad, in¬ 
cluding military bases, hospitals, road 
and rail projects. Following its liqui¬ 
dation, thousands of sub-contractors 
lost significant amounts of work and 
were left with a substantial bad debt, 
said Moore Stephens. 

A trade union has been told that 
redundancy payments to workers 
who lost their jobs after the collapse 
of Carillion will cost the taxpayer £65 
million. 

The Unite union said that figure 
only covered Carillion staff, not those 
working for suppliers. 

The firm went into liquidation 
in January with debts reported at 
around £6.9 billion. 

A Freedom of Information request 
by Unite to the Insolvency Service 
showed £50m had been paid out with 
the total set to reach £65m. Most of 
the 19,000 staff were made redun¬ 
dant, so could make a claim from the 
Redundancy Payments Office, said 
Unite. 

Meanwhile, Sandwell’s NHS Trust 
hopes to have a contractor in place 
by November to start work on com¬ 
pletion of the Midland Metropolitan 
Hospital in Smethwick. Work on the 
£475m hospital halted when Carillion 
went bust.

There’s no 
art at all 
in paying 
out for this 

A MEDIUM-sized, white wall unit, with six 
shelves. Adorned with about 35, small, 
plain white vases, and a few matching 
plates. 

It’s quite stylish, but unremarkable. The 
sort of thing you might see in the Wilko 
catalogue. So what would you pay for it? 
£200? Ok, push the boat out. At a pinch 
you might shell out £400, if you’ve got a 
trendy loft apartment. And you don’t have 
to assemble it yourself. 

You might therefore be surprised to 
learn that somebody paid £126,000 
for this piece of furniture. That’s right 
£126,000 for six shelves and a few dozen 
bits of cheap-looking pottery. 

The reason, of course, is that this has 
not been sold as ‘furniture’, which it sure¬ 
ly is, but as ‘modern art’, which these 
days appears to be a euphemism for 
‘useless art’. Assemble a few shelves, 
stick some cheap vases on them, give it 
a name - in this case, A Short History Of 
The China Trade - and that’s ‘£126,000 
please sir, have a nice day’. 

Now that would be quite funny if it 
was just some pretentious London luvvie 
or vulgar Russian oligarch wasting their 
money on this junk. But unfortunately, it is 
you and I who has been taken for a ride. 

A Short History of the China Trade is 
a recent addition to the Government 
Art Collection, comprising some 14,000 
works. The taxpayer has also shelled out 
£2,346 for a child-like line drawing of a 
stickman on the wing of an aeroplane. Or 
for something more eye-catching, there 
is Caragh Thuring’s 8ft canvas, featuring 
12 lines of untidy handwriting about Anne 
and Agnes Bartholomew’s wardrobe, or 
something like that. Ours for £28,500. 

Then we come to In The Back by 
German Wolfgang Timmins: it is a pho¬ 
tograph of three rather shabby looking 
office windows lit up at night. The Gov¬ 
ernment paid £66,114. 

Given the lack of visual appeal, it is un¬ 
surprising that most of this tat ends up in 
storage, which presumably the taxpayer 
also foots the bill for. 

Now most reasonable people will un¬ 
derstand the Government investing some 
money in great works of art, which can be 
displayed in art galleries, and used on im¬ 
portant state occasions. I don’t begrudge 
our leaders shelling out a few grand for a 
Constable, particularly if it stops it leav¬ 
ing the country. But £126,000 for some 
shelving and £66,114 for a photo of some 
windows in times of supposed austerity 
is taking the proverbial. 

Still, if you can’t beat 'em, join 'em, as 
the saying goes. I’m off to Argos for a flat- 
pack.

Legalise? Already 
easy to get drugs 


I SUPPOSE we should all harrumph and tut- 
tut at Lord Falconer’s suggestion that all drugs 
should be legalised. And yet. I have been 
watching and reporting on the so-called “war 
on drugs” for almost 50 years and it is easier 
today to get any substance you want, at a time 
and place to suit you, than I can ever recall. If, 
as Falconer suggests, a future Labour govern¬ 
ment chose to “legalise and regulate the supply 
of drugs,” then most people would avoid them, 
some would try them and a tiny minority would 
become hooked on them and wreck their lives. 
In short, would anyone notice the difference? 

FAREWELL, Labour. Goodbye, the Lib-Dems. 
And by now the Conservatives at their confer¬ 
ence will have buried their differences, ham¬ 
mered out a Brexit deal acceptable to every MP 
and to our EU neighbours and arise, refreshed 
and invigorated, to prepare for another 20 years 
of government. Only joking! 

THE best the PM can hope for is to delay the 
General Election until the constituency bound¬ 
aries have been redrawn, as suggested by the 
Boundary Commissions, and the number of 
MPs reduced from 650 to 600. This, depending 
on your politics, will either redress a long-stand¬ 
ing and unfair bias in favour of Labour or shift 
the goalposts for another Tory swindle. 

MEANWHILE, we may all punch the air with 
joy at Labour’s plan to wring billions out of the 
super-rich. At present, the richest one per cent 
of taxpayers comprises about 300,000 people 
earning more than £160,000 a year. They pay

about a quarter of all UK income tax. So how 
much more will they willingly pay before con¬ 
sulting the best tax-minimising accountants or 
emigrating? Has anyone done the sums? 

THE Guardian, with its uncanny knack of fo¬ 
cusing on the issues that matter to real people, 
delivers a piece headlined: “Brexit chisels away 
any right Britain had to the Parthenon marbles.” 
Why, in Wolverhampton they talk of little else ... 

AND then you see Ms Gina Miller’s list of ‘all 
the options’: 1) Leave the EU under the Cheq¬ 
uers plan. 2) Leave the EU with no agreed deal. 
3) Stay in the EU. You don’t need a degree in 
maths to notice that this three-way poll effec¬ 
tively keeps the Remain vote intact while divid¬ 
ing the Leave vote, thus handing an llth-hour 
victory to the Remainers. No-one doubts that 
Ms Miller is well educated and intelligent. But 
she seems to think the rest of us are as thick 
as mince. 

IT is a good idea to invite the German pres¬ 
ident to the Cenotaph on Armistice Day. Even 
if we don’t know who he is. Even if we weren’t 
aware that Germany had a president. We should 
invite the President, who is Frank-Walter Stein- 
meier, for two good reasons. Firstly, it will draw 


a veil over generations of mistrust and blood¬ 
letting between Britain and Germany, two very 
similar nations who, left to their own devices, 
get on rather well. Secondly, it will irritate the 
hell out of the French. 

WE set off on a walk, following the foot¬ 
paths through farmland near Chateau Rhodes. 
Entering one field, we met two cows, three 
calves and a bull the size of a house. I seem 
to recall reading in a book that mixed-sex and 
mixed-generation groups like this are settled, 
content and harmless. And then the bull started 
bellowing and we fled. I don’t think the bull had 
read the same book. 

A CZECH politician, V ra Jourova, who is the 
European Union’s Justice Commissioner, has 
taken offence at the British media’s treatment 
of the Salzburg summit. She is outraged at the 
Sun’s headline describing European leaders 
as “EU Dirty Rats.” This, she says, makes the 
case for “a European approach to media based 
on quality and smart regulation, if needed.” 
Or as we English call it, censorship. But there 
is a culture gap here. Foreigners see the term 
“dirty rats” and filthy, disease-ridden rodents. 
Brits instantly recognise it as a joke. “You dirty 
rats” was James Cagney’s immortal line in Each 
Dawn I Die (1939), and has been parodied by 
comedians from Morecambe & Wise to Dad’s 
Army. Don’t you find it chilling that foreign pol¬ 
iticians could advocate controlling the British 
Press to protect the EU from criticism? Espe¬ 
cially foreigners who know nothing of Eric and 
Ernie and have never heard of Private Pike.

'County lines' cocaine 
dealers caught by police

COCAINE dealers from Hale¬ 
sowen were caught by police 
as part of a major operation 
targeting ‘county lines’ drug 
networks. 

Nima and Sima Kamkar were 
arrested with Wadah Razzak by 
undercover officers in Gloucester 
city centre. 

All three admitted possession with 
the intent to deal cocaine. At Glouces¬ 
ter Crown Court they each received 
20-month sentences, suspended for 
two years. 

The Kamkars, Nima, 20, and Sima, 
19, both live in County Park Avenue, 
while Razzak lives in Colley Lane. All 
three were also banned from entering 
Gloucestershire 

The trio were stopped by Glouces¬ 
tershire Police as part of a force move 
called Operation Tarak,targeting 


‘county lines’ drug dealing. They were 
sentenced in May and their convic¬ 
tions were only revealed last week. 

Nima and Sima Kamkar were each 
ordered to complete 200 hours of un¬ 
paid work , Razzak was given 240 
hours. 

‘County lines’ drug dealing net¬ 
works see city-based gangs recruit 
children or vulnerable adults to carry 
or deliver drugs in towns and villages. 

Convicted 

The operation by Gloucestershire 
Police was launched in 2016 and has 
so far seen 70 people convicted by the 
courts. 

Detective Chief Inspector Neil 
Smith said: “I am very proud of the 
work done by our officers in achieving 
such a successful conviction rate but 
I want to reassure the public that the 
work continues. 

“My teams are committed to tracing 


county lines back to their origin to dis¬ 
rupt and dismantle them. 

“We regularly travel across the UK 
to hunt down dealers and identify 
those recruiting young, vulnerable 
children to traffic and sell drugs. 

“The dealers feel they are invisible 
as they live hundreds of miles away - 
they are not” 

PC Omar Patel said: “For almost 
two years the Force Crime Operations 
Team has worked tirelessly to bring 
county line offenders to justice. 

“We’re supported by a dedicated an¬ 
alytical team who ensure we have the 
best evidence to achieve the results we 
have. 

“We are also grateful to the Courts 
and Judiciary. Prior to his retirement, 
Gloucester’s Judge Jamie Tabor QC 
took these matters very seriously, as 
does his successor Judge Ian Lawrie.”

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“Student's death 
being treated 
as ‘unexplained’ 

DETECTIVES have confirmed that a body 
found in the River Severn at Worcester has 
been formally identified as missing student 
Thomas Jones, from Bromsgrove. 

The 18-year-old who disappeared after 
arriving to study teaching at the city’s uni¬ 
versity last week. West Mercia Police say 
they are treating his death as unexplained. 

Two men had previously been arrested 
on suspicion of the murder of Thomas, who 
disappeared on September 19, but were re¬ 
leased without charge on September 25. 

Police confirmed that following the dis¬ 
covery of his body at the South Quay in 
Worcester on Friday, a post-mortem was 
being carried out to identify cause of death. 

Superintendent Damian Pettit said: “I 
would like to extend my sincere condo¬ 
lences to Thomas’ family. Over the course 
of the investigation, the support that they 
have received from friends and members of 
the public to help try and find Thomas has 
been greatly appreciated. 

Scores of people have offered condolences 
to the West Bromwich Albion fan’s family, 
including the club itself.

cillor Tyler said it will be a few more 
days before the final total is known. 

“There is still time for people to 
make a donation if they haven’t got 
round to it,” he said. “As it gets big¬ 
ger and bigger we hope it will be an 
annual event. It’s nice that it’s quite 
small and local though, rather than 
thousands of people.”

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Taste of the high life in modern SUV

There’s no doubt that environmental 
concerns - to say nothing of regulations 
- and the demonisation of diesel has 
accelerated the pace of innovation in the 
motor industry. 

That’s not to mention the need to protect 
owners’ pockets from rising fuel costs and 
taxes, as that’s still a major factor in our 
motoring choices. 

Swedish brand Volvo is tackling the problem 
boldly, by declaring that within a couple of 
years all its cars will be going electric - either 
as hybrids or full battery-powered vehicles. 

The prospects are good for the Swedes, 
whose recent models are at least a match 
for what many call the ‘premium’ European 
brands. Their smallest SUV, the XC40, was 
launched earlier this year into probably the 
most crowded and competitive area of the 
market but nevertheless took the European 
Car of the Year title. It’s not hard to see why. 

Originally powered by 2.0 litre petrol and 
diesel motors, there’s now another option - a 
1.5 litre petrol version, using the first three 
cylinder engine in the brand’s long history. 

It augurs well for the future, as this engine 
will appear in future Volvo models mated with 
an electric motor as the mainstay of its new 
hybrid range. 

The figures are impressive enough - 0 to 
62mph in under ten seconds and average 
economy of nearly 45mpg (official figures) for 
a car of this size. For while it’s the smallest of 
Volvo’s three SUVs, the XC40 is few people’s 
idea of small and weighs in at nearly one and 
a half tonnes. 

But, as the old song says, it’s not what you

do it’s the way that you do it. With 154bhp 
and a hefty 265Nm of torque (thanks to 
turbocharging) the new engine is smooth and 
whisper quiet, giving limousine-like levels of 
refinement even at motorway speeds. 

Perhaps surprisingly (since it does power 
the cheapest models in the XC40 range) Volvo 
is forecasting the three cylinder petrol engine 
(T3 in Volvo speak) will only account for ten 
per cent of sales. 

It believes a majority of drivers will still opt for 
the similarly-powered but more economical 
diesels. 

The T3 comes only as a front wheel drive 
model (4WD is reserved for more powerful 
versions) and prices start from £27,905, and 
it has a slight advantage in terms of benefit in 
kind tax against the rest of the range. 

The test car was a sportily-themed R-Design 
Pro version, listed at £31,360, but this actually 
weighed in at more than £38,000 as it was 
loaded with optional extras. Like most press 
fleet cars, Volvo likes to showcase most, if not 


all, of what’s on offer for those with deeper 
pockets. One of these was the four corner 
adaptive dampers, which at £750 seems 
worthwhile as it enables the car to constantly 
find the balance between a supple ride and 
sporty dynamics. 

While the official (laboratory test) fuel 
average is almost 45mpg (with a C02 rating 
of 146g/km) I averaged a not unreasonable 
38mpg, which fell to around 33mpg on a 
series of shorter journeys. 

While smaller than the latest XC90 and 
XC60, the new XC40 isn’t exactly small. With 
432 litres of boot space (1,308 with the rear 
seats folded) it’s generously-sized cabin has 
head and leg room for five adults in comfort. 


It’s controls and instruments are familiar to 
anyone who has driven a modern volvo, with 
the central touchscreen controller domination 
and dash for intuitive access to the navigation, 
audio, communications and vehicle settings 
- many functions being mirrored on the 
configurable 12.3 inch ‘TFT’ instrument display 
in front of the driver. 

Safety features high on Volvo’s agenda, 
naturally, so XC40 drivers get the ‘city safety’ 
package which includes forward collision 
warning and, if necessary, emergency braking. 
The system detects not only cars but also 
pedestrians, cyclists and large animals. 

There are also head-on crash and run-off 
road mitigation system as well as multiple 


airbags and the the Volvo’s inherent strength. 
As European Car of the Year the new XC40 
was the logical choice to launch Volvo’s new 
engine as the company signals its efforts to 
reduce its impact on the environment and 
drivers’ pockets. 

The new T3 power plant will have an 
important part to play in Volvo’s vision of the 
future, and it does inspire confidence. While 
not the most powerful or economical choice, it 
is a masterful piece of engineering for its blend 
of smooth, quiet performance for those who 
prefer petrol. 

It proves the point that you don’t need a big, 
thirsty engine to enjoy a taste of the high life in 
a modern SUV.

Porsche axes diesel power 
from its line-up of vehicles 



Existing diesel customers will continue to be looked after 
Porsche has confirmed that diesel power will no longer feature in its line-up of 
vehicles. 

The German firm, which last brought out a diesel machine in February, cited a decline 
in demand for black-pump cars and its focus on developing electric technologies as 
reasons for dropping the fuel. 

It previously offered diesel powertrains in its Macan and Cayenne SUVs, as well as for 
the Panamera, but says the fuel only made up 12 per cent of Porsche sales in 2017. 

Oliver Blume, Porsche chief executive, said: “Porsche is not demonising diesel. It is, 
and will remain, an important propulsion technology. 

“We as a sports car manufacturer, however, for whom diesel has always played a 
secondary role, have come to the conclusion that we would like our future to be diesel- 
free. Naturally, we will continue to look after our existing diesel customers with the 
professionalism they expect.” 

The firm says it will have invested more than six billion euros (circa £5.4bn) in electric 
vehicles by 2022, and claims that 63 per cent of Panameras sold in Europe are already 
hybrid. 

Its first all-electric car, the Taycan, is set to debut in 2019. Exact specs for it have yet 
to be revealed, but Porsche claims it will boast a range in excess of 310 miles while 
delivering more than 591 bhp. 

Blume added: “Our aim is to occupy the technological vanguard - we are intensifying 
our focus on the core of our brand while consistently aligning our company with the 
mobility of the future.” 

Parent company Volkswagen was found to have cheated diesel engine emissions 
tests in 2015, sparking a global scandal.

Ryder Cup memories 
burn bright for Baker 


AS the victorious European team re¬ 
claimed the Ryder Cup in Paris at the 
weekend it brought back memories for 
someone closer to home. 

The team wrapped up a 17.5-10.5 victory over 
the United States. And whenever the Ryder 
Cup rolls around, Peter Baker is reminded of 
1993. “That was the highlight of my career,” he 
smiles, 25 years later. 

“I beat Corey Pavin in the singles, and beat 
Fred Couples and Paul Azinger in the four-ball 
with Woosy (Ian Woosnam). 

“That was a big year. I won a couple of tourna¬ 
ments and played well in the Ryder Cup.” 

Baker was just 25 at the time and ranked 67 in 
the world. He was the second youngest golfer in the 
competition and the lowest-ranked player in the Eu¬ 
ropean team. 

But even though Europe lost that year, Baker fin¬ 
ished as one of their stars with three wins and one 
defeat. And to say he and Woosnam beat Couples and 
Azinger, who were ranked five and six in the world at 
the time, is somewhat of an understatement. 

They demolished them to leave Europe one point 
ahead going into the singles. 

Relaxed 

But Baker, who grew up in Codsall and now lives 
T,000 yards’ from his old house in Tettenhall, is re¬ 
fusing to live on past glories. Having recently turned 
50, the South Staffordshire Golf Club professional 
is enjoying a second career on the European Senior 
Tour. 

“I’m enjoying the competition side of it,” he said. 
“It’s funny because I haven’t done it for a while so 
I’m getting used to it again. It’s nice to get another 
chance, in a way. It’s a little bit more relaxed, but 
funnily enough I was leading the other week going 
into the last round and it felt weird. 

“I felt a bit under pressure, a bit edgy. I thought 
‘bloody hell, I haven’t done this for a while’. It’s about 
getting used to that pressure. Hopefully I’ll calm 
down a bit.”

hurst, from Walsall, win the 2016 Senior Open and 
this year’s Senior PGA Championship. Broadhurst 
took home $585,000 for winning that second major 
and has made a staggering $1.1 million so far this year 
across the pond on the PGA Champions Tour. 

Baker’s winnings from the European Senior Tour 
are slightly more modest, but turning 50 can give 
golfers a second crack of the whip. 

However, the 2006 Ryder Cup vice-captain is pick¬ 
ing and choosing his battles these days. 

“When I played on the main tour I did nearly 600 
tournaments so I missed a lot of my kids growing up,” 
he admitted. “I’d better make it up to them now. They 
are 25 and 26 so they’re well on the way though.” 

“It’s not just a case of dusting off the clubs and 
raking in the cash, because it takes more work getting 
back into shape once you’re the other side of 50. 

“This last year I’ve done a bit more gym work, 
more stretching work, trying to make myself more 
durable,” he said. “I don’t think there’s a better exer¬ 
cise than swinging the club though. 

“You can’t quite go at it like you used to because 
you’re in bits the next day. If you keep swinging it 
helps, rather than have a week off, because then 
you’re stiff. It’s hard work on the joints, you do get 
a bit sore. 

“You get to know yourself a bit better. You’re al¬ 
ways looking to recover a bit better, ice baths, etc. 
And then if you’ve played well a nice cold beer, that’s 
how we used to do it, nothing wrong with that. It’s a 
bit of a rehydration!” 

But life on Tour is not necessarily as glamorous as 
it appears. 



“It’s not so much the 


long days,” he says. “It’s the travelling and the ho¬ 
tels, they’re all the same. It’s different to going on 
holiday, any businessman will tell you that. The en¬ 
joyable bit is playing the golf obviously, getting out on 
the course and playing, you meet a lot of nice people, 
that’s a plus. 

“The travelling is the hard bit, week after week, 
hotels are hotels.” 

Baker is not really a man to complain too much. 
He has a ready smile and a warm chuckle, and when 
the conversation turns to his beloved Wolves side, he 
starts to really enjoy himself. 

“I’ve been a season ticket holder since I was four,” 
he boasts. “I used to go with my dad. Since then I’ve 
missed about four seasons, that’s about it. 

Improved 

“Last season was brilliant. I didn’t miss many 
games, but it’s totally different to what we’ve ever 
had. It’s exciting football, it’s entertaining, they’re 
organised, look like they know what they’re doing. 

“We tried to play a little bit like that with (Stale) 
Solbakken, and (Mark) McGhee, but you can’t turn 
the players they had into playing that way. 

“The players we’ve got now can play that way. The 
lads that Nuno has kept, like (Matt) Doherty, he can 
play that way and he’s helped them, improved them.” 

So what does Baker, a season ticket holder at Mo- 
lineux for more than 40 years, think of Wolves’s con¬ 
troversial link with super-agent Jorge Mendes? 

“My opinion on that is you’ve got to be with the 
best to be the best,” he shrugs. “It’s a bit like having 
the best golf coach, you want to learn from the best.”

ONE of the Black Country’s largest junior foot¬ 
ball clubs is holding talks to establish a perma¬ 
nent base for the first time in its history. 

Ambitious Halas Hawks have designs on se¬ 
curing a sports field on the Halesowen-Stour- 
bridge border and have opened discussions 
with the local community. 

Hawks boast 37 sides which includes junior, 
veterans, women’s open age outfit and four new 
girls’ teams - the latter of which have been de¬ 
veloped following Football Association funding. 

The club have between 400 and 450 players 
on their books with the junior sides operating 
from under-7s to under-16s. Hawks are also 
building up a partnership with Halesowen 
Town to act as their youth academy. 

However, Hawks’ main goal is not to develop 
‘the next Premier League star’, as secretary 
Bob Hickman puts it, but rather to keep hun¬ 
dreds of children off the streets and get them 
active. They have had players go on to reach 
higher levels, including former Wolves and cur¬ 


rent Birmingham City midfielder David Davis, 
who played for Hawks up to under-14s. 

The club was founded in 1980 and has grown 
from one team. But it is yet to find a permanent 
base. However, that could change with the club 
now in talks regarding a new home. 

Hickman said: “We unfortunately don’t have 
a permanent playing base. We have been look¬ 
ing for a suitable site for a number of years 
now. We are looking at a site on the Halesowen 
and Stourbridge border.” 

The club was recently awarded £6,000 from 
the FA to develop the four new girls teams, 
alongside paying for coaching courses and buy¬ 
ing new equipment. The money came from an 
FA project aimed at increasing participation 
in grassroots football, particularly for girls. 
Hawks boast around 40 to 50 coaching staff. 
Every team manager has either a Level 1 or 2 
coaching badge accredited by the FA.
